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TRY TO SOLVE 
WATER PROBLEM 


STUDYING APPORTIONMENT 
City Trustees and Water Company Di¬ 
rectors Working on Contract 
for Irrigators 

Just because there has been little 
noise made regarding the negotiations 
for the sale of the water company’s 
holdings to the city no one should get 
the idea that the matter has been 
dropped. As a matter of fact some of 
the most difficult problems connected 
with the transfer have been under 
consideration by the company’s direc¬ 
tors and the city trustees and now 
seem in a fair way to solution. 

Senator Leslie R. Hewitt has been 
acting as counsel for the city, in con¬ 
junction with the city attorney, and 
his absence at Sacramento during the 
legislative session made the progress 
necessarily slow. Since his return sev¬ 
eral conferences have been held be¬ 
tween the contracting parties and their 
counsel with a view to bring the sale 
to a conclusion. 

It will be remembered that the stock¬ 
holders of the water company in¬ 
structed the directors to see that an 
agreement was made binding the city 
to a satisfactory contract with the ir¬ 
rigators for a period of ten years, be¬ 
fore permitting the sale to be con¬ 
cluded. This agreement has been the 
subject of many conferences and it is 
reported that something like a definite 
principle has been approved for the 
delivery of water to the irrigators un¬ 
der municipal ownership. 

Upon the sale of the company’s prop¬ 
erty to the city there will be no more 
stockholders in the company. Hence 
the distribution of water on the basis 
of stock holdings would necessarily 
cease. Therefore it has been decided 
that the irrigating water shall be di¬ 
vided upon an acreage basis. 

That is to say, after the reasonable 
requirements for domestic purposes 
have been met, the holders of acreage 
having land under actual cultivation 
in crops requiring the use of water, 
will get their pro rata share of water 
according to the acreage they have un¬ 
der cultivation. This rule would, of 
course, apply only to the gravity flow. 
Pumped water would be sold at a fixed 
rate per thousand gallon as at pres¬ 
ent. 

In actual effect the distribution of 
water on such a basis appears to dif¬ 
fer little from that now in vogue, so 
far as domestic consumers and bona 
fide irrigators are concerned. The re¬ 
quirements for domestic purposes 
would probably be determined by strik¬ 
ing an average from the records of the 
water company showing the amount 
of water actually used by such con¬ 
sumers in the past. 

r Plie chief difference from the present 
plan would lie in the fact that the wa¬ 
ter would be apportioned among those 
actually needing it. At present the 
owner of a tract of barren, idle land, 
or of no land at all. may own a large 
block of water stock and thus be en¬ 
titled to a considerable allotment of 
water, which he eifher does net use, 


WILL TRY SANE FOURTH 

It will be welcome news to the sick, 
as well as to many others, that the city 
trustees have decided to try the effect 
of a “sane Fourth" in Sierra Madre. 
By a resolution passed last night the 
marshal is ordered to take all neces¬ 
sary steps to enforce the ordinance on 
the Fourth, as well as at any other 
time, which prohibits the discharge of 
fire arms, fire works or fire crackers 
within the city limits. 

To facilitate the valuable and effective 
work of the municipal nurse, Mrs. Jen¬ 
sen, it was voted to allow her $15 
monthly for use in providing convey¬ 
ance for her visitation work about the 
city. 

Trustees H. J. Potter and J. A. Os¬ 
good of the library board, whose terms 
expire this month, were reappointed by 
Mayor Jones and their appointment 
confirmed by the board.

He chose the fence as 
the lesser of the two dangers. The 
little runabout tore through it onto the 
race track and in the shock of the im¬ 
pact Chet lost control of the machine 
which went straight ahead for the next 
fence, and did not stop until it had 
gone clear through. Both occupants 
of the car were somewhat cut by the 
flying glass when the windshield was 
broken, but their injuries were not se¬ 
rious.

Under the proposed plan no 
person would be in a position to sell 
water because he would be allotted no 
water for which he did not have real 
use. However, the owner of idle land 
would become entitled to receive water 
like other irrigators if he were to put 
his land under cultivation in crops 
needing water for irrigation. It is felt 
by those who have been concerned in 
the working out of the problem that 
such a plan would take care of the ac¬ 
tual requirements of all classes of peo¬ 
ple in a manner absolutely fair and im¬ 
partial to all.

MERRITT MERITS FRAUD ORDER 

Dr. C. Howard Merrit of Oakland 
and Haiwee is in trouble again—per¬ 
haps it would be more accurate to say 
yet. Merritt has been engaged in pro¬ 
moting some oil propositions in the 
neighborhood of the Sierra Madre Min¬ 
ing and Milling company’s gold prop¬ 
erties in Inyo county and in various 
ways has constituted himself one of the 
minor annoyances of the latter com¬ 
pany. Recent dispatches from Wash¬ 
ington say his “fraudulently exagger¬ 
ated” prosectuses have led to the issu¬ 
ance by Postmaster General Hitchcock 
of a mail fraud order against the Hai¬ 
wee Pacific Oil company of Oakland, 
Cal. This company, formerly known as 
the Roosevelt Oil company was inves¬ 
tigated at President Roosevelt's direc¬ 
tion in 1908 and soon discontinued the 
use of the name and picture of Mr. 
Roosevelt. 

A report made by an investigator 
states that although no more than 
$4,000 is required for preparing an oil 
well for operation, the company had 
collected by assessments on subscrib¬ 
ers $150,000. of which $55,000 was used 
in one year for the traveling expenses 
of the secretary. C. Howard Merritt, 
and for other purposes. 

Merritt was recently indicted, found 
guilty and sentenced to six months and 
$1,000 tine, but in April he gained his 
liberty. The report to the postmaster 
general says the company was contin¬ 
uing its activity.

FINES TO CITY 

MOTORCYCLE COPS AT WORK 


Arrests and Fines Have a Tendency to 
Diminish Speed of Autos on 
Local Streets 


Speed maniacs have been much less 
in evidence since last Sunday, when 
Marshal Ray followed out the instruc¬ 
tions of the city trustees and got after 
the auto speeders. Eight arrests re¬ 
sulted, with a liberal return from fines 
imposed by Recorder Perry. Inasmuch 
as it was the first attempt to enforce 
the speed ordinance, which has been on 
the books nearly two years, the fines 
were made only $10, but with a prom¬ 
ise of a heavier dose for subsequent 
offences. 

Two experienced motorcycle officers, 
Holdson and Nelson, were secured by 
Marshal Ray upon recommendation of 
Chief Wood of Pasadena. While it 
has been reported that they rounded up 
every auto which hove into sight, such 
a report is ridiculous on the face of it 
when one considers the number of ma¬ 
chines which are upon the streets 
every Sunday. It is safe to say they 
did not arrest one-fifth of the drivers 
whom they followed while testing them 
with the speedometers. On the other 
hand, their work would have been yet 
more effective had it not been for a 
few busybodies who posted themselves 
along the streets and warned every 
passing auto driver to “look out for the 
speed cops.” The difference between 
giving a fair warning to friends and 
setting about deliberately to defeat the 
efforts of officers attempting to en¬ 
force the law is a distinction probably 
too fine for such infantile minds to 
grasp.

One Man Ceal Mina. 

Within the corporate limits of Grand 
Ledge, Mich., is a coal mine the total 
operating force of which is one man 
and a very Intelligent horse. The 
operating plant is simple, the hoisting 
apparatus consisting of a drum of the 
type used by house movers.

Cohe System Proves Successful oi» 
English Street Railways. 

An invention for perfecting the ven 
tUation of street < strs has just hud an 
extended trial on an electric car here. 
The satisfactory working of the device 
caused favorable comment, both by 
experts and passengers. The atmos¬ 
phere. even with the trial car full of 
passengers, some of whom were smok¬ 
ing, was clear and good. This inno¬ 
vation seems simple, and surprise is 
expressed that the method had not 
previously suggested itself. A series 
of cones is arranged in line, the small 
end of one projecting into the larger 
open end of the succeeding cone. 
As the car moves a strong current 
goes down the first cone into the 
mouth of the second cone, causing viti¬ 
ated or foul air to enter the larger 
open mouth of succeeding cones and 
be swept on to the final outlet. 

In order to make a drastic test all 
other ventilating apertures were thor¬ 
oughly stopped. Two sets of cones 
were then fixed at either side of the 
car. The clearing of smoke from a 
covered car (bogie type or double deck 
ed) is the most trying test. As smoke 
is heavier than air the foul air will be 
removed more quickly than smoke. 

The invention is also adaptable to 
railway carriages and to workshops, 
theaters and public buildings. For 
such purposes it would be necessary 
to use an electric fan or air blower in 
order to induce a strong current. A 
commendable feature of this invention 
is its inexpensiveness. It is said that 
it will even reduce the cost of street 
car construction.

For the wireless set 
the engine has slightly lower compres¬ 
sion and a larger flywheel, which also 
serves as a fan. When the set is 
mounted on a motorcycle the same en¬ 
gine runs both the wheel and the dy¬ 
namo The entire outfit is carried on 
a pack saddle when horse transports 
tion is used. The pole used with the 
experimental set was sixty feet in 
length, divided into five foot sections 

New Vessel Propeller. 

A number of experts of the British 
admiralty have been experimenting 
upon tbe Thames with a new Austrian 
patent propeller which is said to have 
remarkable qualities. Thp inventor 
claims for it that it increases the eth 
cieucy of a vessel by at least 30 per 
cent over that obtained with an ordi¬ 
nary screw propeller and that it can 
be applied with equal success to sub¬ 
marines and airships, though it has 
yet to be tried on the latter. Tbe fea¬ 
ture of the invention is that a rudder 
is entirely dispensed with, the craft 
being guided wholly by tbe propeller, 
while the direction can be reversed 
without reversing the engines. The 
trials were made with a small motor 
boat of about five horsepower. The 
experts expressed satisfaction with the 
trials so far as they went, hut wish to 
repeat them with a larger vessel and 
in still water The propeller consists 
of two small blades which turn be¬ 
neath a revolving drum.

Richard Bennett, one of the most 
popular actors ever seen on the local 
stage, will make the first appearance 
of his regular summer engagement at 
Morosco’s Burbank theater in ‘Pierre 
of the Plains” next week.
